United States 
Stamps Specialized, many hundreds of prices have been changed 
since Vol. 1 of the Standard Catalogue came out last September. 

Editor Gordon Harmer, president of Scott Publications, reports 
that the great majority of these price shifts are up. But some 250 
are down. Examples: No. 1la drops from $10 unused and $1 used 
to $7.50 and 75c. No. C18 drops from $12.50 to $11.

Surprise Release Of Italian Airmails 








On February % ‘Ttaly made a . sudden release of three high 
valued airmail stamps, which had been promised for a long 
time. Each of the three stamps bear the same design which 
depicts a plane in flight above the Tower of Palazzo dei Con- 
servatori at Captolium Rome. The 100 L. is in green, the 300 L. 
in rose, while the 500 L. is in ultramarine. While the face value 
of the stamps seem to be rather high in Lira, in dollars, they 
amount to very little. It is expected that with the Lira soaring 
to new heights each day, this inflationary trend will possibly 
provoke high values from the Vatican and from the Free Ter- 
ritory of Trieste. It has been known that the Vatican had pre- 

ared high valued airmail stamps for release with the recent 
issue that was made, but that these were with-held when the 
protests of stamp collectors were heard. The cover and the

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A Commendable Project 


Elsewhere in this issue of the paper will be found an 
announcement of a National Stamp Dealers Bourse to be 
held in New York City at the Hotel McAlpin on Wednes- 
day, April 21st. The bourse is being promoted by Mr. A. 
August Tiger, publisher of The 
Market Newsletter, a trade paper 
for stamp dealers. We believe this 
is a very commendable project. We 
congratulate Mr. Tiger on the ef- 
fort he will put forth in promoting 
this bourse and hope it will be a 
success. To be a success it must at- 
tract a goodly number of stamp 
dealers from outside New York; 
that should be the prime object of 
such a bourse and we do believe 
that an annual bourse of this na- 
ture, held at a more appropriate 
date could develop into a big af- 
fair if properly promoted. Without 
in any way attempting to criticize Mr. Tiger for his efforts 
we are taking the liberty of pointing out what we believe 
should be done with regard to a National Stamp Dealers 
Bourse. 

First, it should be held under the auspices of the Am- 
erican Stamp Dealers Association, with invitations to any 
and all stamp dealers to attend. 

It should be held in the fall, at the beginning of the 
annual stamp season rather than in the spring when sum- 
mer months are beginning to loom on the horizon. 

It should be held for a period of at least two and pos- 
sible three days, preferably at the beginning or end of the 
week, so that in any event it would permit those coming 
from a distance to make a Sunday a part of their stay in 
New York. It hardly seems probable that dealers from a 
considerable distance can be attracted to New York for a 
one day show. 

At least one evening of the time should be given over 
to an open meeting of the A.S.D.A. where members from 
everywhere could sit with the local New York members 
and officers and discuss the Association with a view to 
recommendations and actions for the good of the organization. 

We trust that Mr. Tiger will consider our suggestions in 
the friendly way in which we intend them and if he can be 
assured of a considerable attendance from outside New York, 
from Ohio, Mich., Illinois, Virginia, Mass., Pennsylvania and 
Georgia as well as other states we feel certain these men 
would rather see the bourse extend to a two day affair than 
for a mere afternoon and evening. Should attendance pros- 
pects seem bright, we hope it will be possible to do this. 
Should we have reason to believe that there would be a 
considerable attendance from distant points we would be 
glad to attend the bourse ourselves, but if it is to be merely 
a local affair we would hardly care to make a trip for a one 
day show by local dealers only. 

We hope.to have further details concerning this meet- 
ing and will be glad to keep our dealer readers informed 
through our columns.

The only time recently that 
the Post Office Department has 
failed to give a sufficient notice 
of a first day of issue was in 
connection with the Gold Dis- 
covery stamp.

Life Of Ease Was 
Not For Argonauts 


A few excerpts: are given from 
a newspaper published in late 
1848 about the Gold Rush _ to 
California, and which in view of 
the recent issuance of the Gold 
Discovery stamp on January 24 
at Coloma might appeal to collec- 
tors. The paper is one from a 
collection of similar items in the 
possession of Mr. and Mrs. Lion- 
el Dickas of Sidney, Ohio. 


“Throughout Oregon and Mex- 
ico the roads are filled with trav- 
elers, their faces all turned in 
one direction...The fever has 
reached China, and hundreds of 
Chinese are throwing themselves 
into all manner of junks and 
trusting themselves to the Pa- 
cific, many without compass.” 

“Merchants throw up their 
stores, clerks their engagements, 
lawyers their practice, and phy- 
sicians their patients, Publishers 
and editors are joining the run by 
scores. Even the churches are 
losing their ministers, many of 
whom are proving clearly that 
God is less dear to them than 
Mammon.” 





(About the starvation and hun- 
ger) “In one case, it is stated 
that a party of six were reduced 
to the dreadful alternative of 
drawing lots to see which should 
become the food of the others; 
and the person who lost was ac- 
tually cut up and eaten, one of 
the men who feasted on him be- 
ing his own brother.” 

“And then people who have 
anything to barter need not to 
dig-for an old hat, a shoe, a pen- 
knife, a pewter spoon, etc. will 
bring almost their own weight in 
the dust—every species of prop- 
erty beitig of value but gold.” 


“The workers at the mines, as 
a usual thing have no regular 
meals, but eat what they can 
get—-which is mostly as badly 
cooked as _ possible — standing, 
running, climbing or digging or 
just as the case may be.

Irish Air Lines To 
Handle Ireland-U. S. 
"First Flight Covers’ 





Ten million stamps and “first 


flight” cover collectors, along 
with millions of Irish-Amer- 
icans in this country, will be vi- 
tally interested in the Irish Air 
Lines announcement of their first 
flight, scheduled to arrive in Bos- 
ton and New York from Shan- 
non, Ireland, on March 16th. 

What makes this flight doubly 
interesting,to philatelists is the 
fact that, in addition to a special- 
ly designed “first flight” en- 
velope, the Irish Government is 
issuing a new permanent series 
Irish Air Mail Stamp which will 
be used for the first time to com- 
memorate the Irish Air Lines in- 
augural transatlantic flight link- 
ing Ireland and the United States. 

As an aid to collectors in the 
United States who want covers 
with the new issue of the Irish 
Air Mail Stamps included on the 
first flight from Shannon to Bos- 
ton and Shannon to New York, 
Irish Air Lines have made 
special arrangements to handle 
their requests. For a remittance 
of fifty cents (50c) they will pre- 
pare a special collector’s cover, 
see that it is properly cacheted, 
that the new issue of Irish Air 
Mail Stamp is used as postage, 
and that the cover is backstamp- 
ed in Boston or New York. 

Collectors in the United States 
wishing westbound covers should 
send their remittances, and the 
name and address of persons to 
whom covers are to be addressed, 
to the Philatelic Manager, Irish 
Air Lines, 33 East 50th. street, 
New York 22, New York. Re- 
quests must be received in New 
York not later than March 3, 
1948, (Editor’s Note: This notice 
was received too late for this 
date, but collectors might try 
anyhow, and definitely hurry). 

Special instructions will be is- 
sued by the United States Postal 
Service in connection with the 
first eastbound flight from New 
York and Boston to Shafinon and 
Dublin, Ireland. 

The new Irish Air Mail Stamp 
Which will mark the first trans- 
atlantic flight of Irish Air Lines 
will have as its basic theme, the 
flight of the Angel Victor, mes- 


senger to St. Patrick, carrying 
the voice of Ireland over 
the world. 

The “first flight” air mail 
envelope of Aerlinte Eireann 


(Airline of Ireland) will have a 
shamrock design with the legend 
Atlantic Flight—March, 1948. 
The Post.Office cachet in Ire- 
land will also have the design 
of a shamrock with the words 
“Aerlinte Eireann lst Transatlan- 
"> flight Shannon—Boston—New 
ork,’

Mail By Rocket 
Will Be Flown Across 
California Desert 


Rockets carrying mail will roar 
across the desert where once stage 
coaches rolled, w': 1 the Reac- 
tion Research Society carries out 
its second mail rocket flight pro- 
gram on March 27, 1948, at Trona, 
California. To further public in- 
terest in the use of rockets as 
long-range mail carriers, the So- 
ciety is holding this mail flight 
on its fifth anniversary. Special 
rocket mail stamps and a rocket 
mail cachet will be used on all 
envelopes flown. The rocket mail 
flight will be held from Inyo 
County, across Searles Dry Lake 
to Trona, San Bernardino County, 
California. Not more than five 
rockets will be fired, each carry- 
ing 300 covers. 

In addition to the rocket mail 
stamps, which show the takeoff 
of a Reaction Research Society 
rocket, with the imprint “R. R. S. 
Rocket Mail—50c,” the covers will 
carry a U. S. California 3c Gold 
Centennial Stamp.

One value only of the Panama- 
Pacific sets increased and this was 
the perf 12, ten cent value #400 
which jumped a dollar. Two de- 
clined in price, these the 1c (#401) 
and the 2c (#402) of the perf 10 
set which lost 25c and ‘50c respect- 
ively. The other values held 
steady. 

As a set, the Louisiana Purchase 
issue gained a total of $1.70. The 
Alaska-Yukon imperf picked up 
'50c going from $5.00 to $5.50. 

Pan-American commems had 
only two of their number to show 
increases, these the 4c and 5c val- 
ues which advanced 25c each. 

Only four of the stamps of the 
Trans-Mississippi were price af- 
fected, two of them experiencing 
a drop, while a gain was shown 
by the remaining two. The losers 
were the Ic and 5c values which 
slid from $1.00 to 90c, and from 
$4.50 to $4.00 respectively. Gains 
were posted against the 8c and the 
10c where each jumped from 
their previous marks of $6.50 to 
$7.50. 

The Specialized catalog could 
be reviewed to a greater extent 
than is indicated above, but it is 
felt that these stamps are the ones 
that will interest the greatest 
number of collectors. 

There is no possible way for a 
collector of United States stamps 
to make any kind of intelligent 
collecting without the use of this 
book. It certainly is a must, 
and it is highly improbable that 
he will ever understand or learn 
about the issues of this country 
without it. Not only are the 
postage issues all listed in a spe- 
cialized form, but there are also 
the Revenues, Telegraphs, Post- 
cards (designs illustrated), Locals, 
Specimens, Proofs, 
Seals and many other items of in- 
terest. 

The illustrations in the book 
are up to their usual excellence, 
being of such a quality that it is 
easy to identify a design. The 
printing is on a nice grade of pa- 
per, and the book is bound be- 
tween hard cloth covers. Surely 
a bargain at the price of $3.50. 





Miami Stamp Show 
Delights Visitors 


MIAMI, FLA.—Rare _ stamps 
valued at more than $100,000 and 
so highly prized that two Miami 
policemen guarded them nightly, 
were displayed in Miami Munici- 
pal Auditorium, Feb. 4-6, during 
the Miami Stamp Club’s 20th an- 
niversary. 

More than 1,500 people wit- 
nessed the three-day show, which 


*|was so successful that Fred B. 


Wadhams, president of the Miami 
Stamp Club reported plans to 
make the exhibit an annual af- 
fair, 

Highlighting the exposition 
was the commemorative  collec- 
tion of all general issue stamps of 
the United States Post Office de- 
partment since 1847. The collec- 
tion is the property of the U. S. 
Postal Department in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and was shipped to 
Miami especially for the three-day 


Mj} show. 


One of the most curious exhi- 
bits was a fictitious series of can- 
celled stamps from the lost con- 
tinent of Atlantis. The stamps 
were sold to Douglas P. Ball of 
the Miami club by a J. P. Mott, 
Danish sea captain, who claimed 
to have found the lost continent 
and established a governmént 
there. 

Other frames showed the com- 
plete United States commemora- 
tive stamp issues as collected by 
Dave J. Cohn; covers showing the 
history of Miami collected by Ro- 
bert Knobel, secretary-treasurer 
of the Miami club, and a com- 
plete collection of German stamps 
issued during the Hitler regime 
by George H. Deuble. 

Among the other foreign stamps 
displayed were the British peace 
issues, French stamps, Swiss air- 
mails, and the unusual Cape of 
Good Hope Tringular issues.
